TERMS  USED  TO  DEFINE  THE  VARIOUS 
PARTS  OF  THE  COIN 

Obverse  means  the  side  having  the  principal  de- 
vice and  date. 

Reverse  means  the  back  side  of  the  coin. 

The  Field  is  the  space  between  the  design  and  the 
edge  of  the  coin. 

Type,  the  principal  device  on  the  coin. 

Legend  means  the  reading  on  the  coin. 

Lettered  Edge,  coins  with  lettering  on  edge. 
(Some  of  the  early  cents  have  100  for  one 
dollar  on  edge;  the  half  dollars  prior  to  1836 
have  fifty  cents  or  one  half  dollar  on  edge.) 

Milled  Edge,  same  as  coins  of  today. 

Fillet  Head  denotes  the  hair  tied  in  a knot  at  back 
of  head. 

Flowing  Hair  denotes  the  hair  flowing  loosely  at 
back  of  the  head. 

Liberty  Cap  denotes  a bust  supporting  a pole  on 
which  is  mounted  a cap  of  liberty. 

Turban  Head  denotes  a head  surmounted  by  a 
turban  inscribed  with  the  word  “Liberty” — 
Thus  the  large  cents  1808  to  1857. 

Varieties  means  coins  of  same  value  and  date,  but 
which  have  large  letters  or  small  in  lettering, 
or  small  figures  in  date,  12  or  more  stars. 

Re-strikes,  from  same  dies,  but  at  a later  period. 

Over  Date,  made  by  using  same  die,  but  cutting 
a figure  7 over  the  6, — thus,  given  1807  over 
1806  cent.  Many  dies  were  so  used. 

Proofs  are  coins  struck  from  a specially  made  die, 
both  the  die  and  the  planchet  being  polished 
to  a mirror-like  brightness.  (All  proof  coins 
are  worth  a premium.)

Confederate  States 

These  stamps  and  envelopes  were  issued  in  1761 
by  the  Postmasters  of  the  different  cities.  In 
making  the  envelopes  the  cancelling  stamps  of 
the  post  offices  were  frequently  employed.  It  is 
■often  difficult  to  determine  whether  such  a mark 
was  used  provisionally  or  merely  indicates  pos- 
tage paid  at  the  time  the  letter  was  used  for  both 
purposes.

They  are  sup- 
posed to  have  been  on  board  a ship  that  was  lost 
at  sea;  but  a few  known  and  are  in  collectors’ 
hands.  (Other  dates  have  been  altered  over  into 
1804.)
